roads and signs proclamations

Paving roads and signing procla- 
mations was the order of the day at 
Monday morning's Coffee County 
Commission meeting. 

Meeting in the cramped quarters 
of Circuit Judge Gary McAliley's 
chambers inspired the commission- 
ers to move through their meeting 
agenda without timely delays, All 
courtrooms in the Enterprise Court- 
house were in use, 

Shortly after the invocation and 
the pledge of allegiance to the Amer- 
ican Flag, Commission Chairman 
Billy Eagerton called for the bids to 
be opened on the paving of County 
Road 42 near Elba. 

Only two bids, one from Wire- 
grass Construction Company of En- 
terprise and the other froth Couch 
Construction Company of Dothan, 
were submitted on the project. 

Low bidder was Wiregrass Con- 
Struction at $384,968.50. Couch's 
bid was $413,426.65, 


The commission awarded the bid 
to Wiregrass subject to checking all 
their tabulations and receiving the 
state highway department's approval. 

As reported in last week's Elba 
Clipper, the Alabama Industrial Ac- 
cess Bond Authority has approved a 
$374,646.30 grant to be used toward 
payment for the resurfacing and wid- 


’ ening of the Packing House Road 


(Co. Rd. 42), 

The road just south of Elba con- 
nects Al. Highways 141 and 87 and 
is approximately 4 miles long. It will 
provide access-to a new industry, a 
modern chip mill which is nearing 
completion, and Kelley Foods of Al- 
abama which is a well established 
meat processing plant also located 
on the road. 

The commission also approved 
Engineer Mark Pool's recommenda- 
tion to proceed with the paving of 
the upper and lower roads into the 
Jeter Sub-division. Pool estimated 
the paving cost will be approximate- 
ly $26,000.00. 

Commissioners were informed 


that a total of five (5) residents in the 
sub-division had refused to provide 
the county with right-of-way deeds, 

Approval was given by the com- 
missions to began the legal process 
of condemning the land and proceed- 
ing with the paving project. 

According to Pool, there are for- 
ty-three homes, twenty mobile 
homes, a church and a boy's camp 
served by these roads into Jeter Sub- 
division, 

The sub-division is located just 
off County Road 51 north of New 
Brockton and these roads have been 
the topic of many heated discussions 
during the pass several months.

Dickinson's former 


aide sentenced to 


2 years in prison 


Congressman Bill Dickinson's 
former aide, Thomas F. Bracewell, 
43, of Dothan sentenced to two- 
years in prison and ordered to pay 
$121,068 in restitution. 

The sentence was rendered by U. 
S. District Judge Myron H. Thomas 
on Monday. He also ordered Brace- 
well to be placed on three years su- 
pervised release upon his completion 
of the two-year prison sentence. 

Bracewell, who was assistant 
treasure of Dickinson's election com- 
mittee, plead guilty to one count of 
mail fraud on June 19, 1991, 

James Parkman of Dothan, Brace- 
well's attorney, stated that he and his 
client were notified of the sentence 
in the pre-sentencing report and 
there would be no appeal. 

Parkman said, “I think he (Brace- 
well) handled it very well.” 

The sentence was the results of an 
investigation into possible embezzle- 
ment from Dickinson's campaign 
fund. 

Bracewell will probably continue 
in his sales job until ke reports to 
prison on December 2, 1991,

The council accepted a recom- 
mendation by Mayor Fred Moore to 
close a section of alley at the request 
of local businessman Kilby Johnson, 
The alley is located East of Claxton 
Street, between buildings owned by 
Johnson.

Moore gave council members 
some facts and figures on a proposal 
to allow city employees to retire af- 
ter 25 years, rather than the current 
30 years. Moore said the action 
would cost the city about $2500 per 
year. 

The mayor urged council mem- 
bers to be prepared to discuss the 
matter at the next council meeting. 

Councilman Brunson asked about 
progress on a proposed ordinance to 
allow the city to take action against 
delapidated buildings in town. He 
was told it was in-the hands of the 
lawyer and should be ready for con- 
sideration within the next few 
weeks, 

The next meeting of the council 
will be on Tuesday November 12. 
This is due to the Veterans Day holi- 
day on November 11. 


Motorists: Get use to bucklin' up 


During the first year of enforce- 
ment of the mandatory seat-belt law, 
Alabama State Troopers are only is- 
suing warning tickets to motorists 
when they are stopped for other traf- 


. fic violations, 


Warning tickets are also being 
given at driver's license checkpoints 
when seat belts are found not to be 
in use, 

Once the $25 fine for violations 
takes effect in the summer of '92, 
motorist who are caught not wearing 
their seat belts will be cited once 
they are stopped for other traffic vio- 
lations such as speeding, 

In mid-July when the seat-belt 
law went fato effect, troopers an- 
nounced they would not enforce it 
until all legal questions concerning 
the law were answered,

Also, rural mail carriers, 
newspaper delivery drivers, owners 
of automobiles older than 1965, chil- 
dren already covered by the child re- 
straint law and passengers of motor 
vehicles which are normally operat- 
ed in reverse are exempt. 

Troopers are presently preparing 
a public education program to in- 
form the public about the law before 
fines go into effect.

TIGERS EVEN RECORD AT 4-4 WITH HOMECOMING WIN 


The Elba Tigers made it back to the .SO0 mark Friday night when they 
whipped Monroe County 20-6 to even their record at 4-4. I realize that 4-4 
isn't that good a record, especially for a team with the winning tradition of 
the Elba Tigers, but after losing two top quality players to injuries after two 
weeks and struggling to a 1-4 start, a 4-4 record is an indication of the 
pride in the Elba program and a preview of things to come. 

Elba was more than a little flat in the first half last week and must have 
been thinking more about the homecoming parade than the football game.

About the only bright spot if the win on offense was the play of senior 
tailback Marcus Tyson, who gaified 183 yards on 16 carries and scored one 
touchdown and set up the other two scores.

The Elba Tigers combined a big 
play defense with the running of sen- 
ior tailback Marcus Tyson Friday 
night to post a hardfought 20-6 
homecoming win over the Monroe 
County Tigers.

WAYS TO PREVENT OR 
REDUCE WASTE 
IN THE WORK PLACE 


Many people are recycling and 
taking steps toward reducing their 
waste at home. These efforts should 
continue in the work place. In what- 
ever capacity you serve, think of 
Ways that you can target waste re- 
duction as a top priority, These are 
Some suggestions to get you started. 

1. Reuse file folders, paper clips, 
padded envelopes, boxes and pack- 
ing materials. 

2. Make two-sided copies as of 
ten as possible, 

3. When circulating memos or 
documents, use a single copy with 
routing slips or use electronic mail, 
if available, 

4. Use the blank side of used 
paper for scratch paper, then recycle 
it, 

5. Negotiate with suppliers to 
provide goods in more practical 
packaging. 

6. Purchase more durable and re- 
pairable equipment. 

7. Purchase durable products, i. 
€. use mugs instead of disposable 
cups, refillable pens instead of 
throwaway. 

8. Buy recyclable products such 
as white pads instead of colored, 
non-carbon forms, stationery and let- 
terhead, 

9. At meetings or events use dur- 
able/washable tableware instead of 
disposable or ask people to bring 
their own such as a coffee cup. 

10, Purchase stationery, scratch 
pads, business cards, paper towels, 
toilet paper and facial tissue made 
from recycled paper,

11. Buy envelopes without plas 
lic or cellophane windows as these 
plain envelopes can be recycled. 


STORING ROOM 
AIR CONDITIONERS 


Fall is in the air--time once again 
to stow away summer gear and 
equipment. A few pointers can help 
you winterize that new room air con- 
ditioner you installed in the window 
during those steamy July days 

Unplug the unit or disconnect it 
from electric power. Clean thorough- 
ly, following use and care guide in- 
Structions, 

For through-the-fall units, cover 
Outside exposed parts. Remove the 
cover panel from front of unit, insert 
a plastic sheet to reduce the air pas- 
Sage and replace front panel. Allow 
a small amount of circulation at the 
bottom to prevent moisture build-up, 
condensation and mildew. Use the 
same method for window units that 
are left in place. 

For window units, remove the air 
conditioner from. its mounting ac 
cording to manufacturer's instruc- 
tions. Handle carefully to avoid 
bending the sharp, fragile cooling 
fins. After removing, set the appli- 
ance down in its normal position. 

Store in a dry area that's protected 
from the weather to avoid dampness 
and damage to insulation. Make sure 
it's stored in an upright position, not 
On its top, side, or back. 

Protect the unit with a dust cover, 
but leave room for some air circula- 
tion to prevent moisture build-up.
